WILMINGTON — On Mon- 
day “night, Joseph Martin- 
iello came before the Board 
of ‘Selectmen to present up- 
dates regarding both We’re 
Orfe-. Wilmington (WOW) 
events and the Wilmington- 
Billerica Relay for Life. 

The annual Festival of 
Trees fundraiser that is held 
by WOW is scheduled for 
Dec: 2 and Dec. 3 and will be 
held at Villanova Hall, and 
WOW is looking to put pro- 
motional signs up in the com- 
mdn- leading up to the event 
'as ‘they have in the past. 

» “We're looking just to be 
able-to put some promotional 
signs’ on the common as 
we’ve done in years past so 
that: the week of the actual 
event. we have some signs to 
say-this weekend Festival of 
Trées,” said Martiniello. 
“We've done it in the past and 
mdke‘sure it doesn’t interfere 
with what the Fourth of July 
‘Committee does for activities 
‘onthe Common.”

WOW is looking at Sunday, 
April 22 for the eighth annu- 
al Kim Forte Walk and 5K 
Run for Wilmington. Last 
year there were over 566 reg- 
istrations for the road race. 

“In the previous year we 
had just reached 500, so we 
had a big uptick last year and 
we actually ran out of num- 
bers. I wasn’t happy about 
that because it means poor 
planning on my part, but 
everybody took it with stride 
with not many complaints 
around that and I actually 
reused my number and gave 
it to somebody else because I 
didn’t end up running,” said 
Martiniello. 

39 Wilmington nonprofits 
benefit from the road race 
with $2,700 being put into 
nonprofits because when 
people register for the road 
race they are allowed to give 
a portion of their registration 
fee to any Wilmington non- 
profit they would like to. 

WOW also gives over $7,500 
annually for three high school 
scholarships. 

“We have three different 
scholarships that go out; we 
renamed one of them the 
Janet Coulouris in honor of 
one of our board members 
who passed away this past 
year unexpectedly,” Martin- 
iello explained. 

This past year Junior WOW 
was launched, targeting the 
youth. For example, this 
summer started off with a 
new program called the 
kindness scavenger hunt in 
which parents and kids go on 


a scavenger hunt throughout 
the town to take pictures in 
different locations such as 
Yentile Farm, and it culmi- 
nated at the end with an 
event at Yentile for the kids. 

Another new launch for this 
year was WOW’s care pack- 
age program. The care pack- 
ages contain small gifts, gift 
cards, and positive thoughts 
written by residents, includ- 
ing children, and are sent to 
individuals with emotional, 
financial, or medical hard- 
ships. 

“It brings me great joy to 
see so many folks really get- 
ting their hands dirty and get- 
ting involved in these things 
and raising funds or raising 
awareness which is really 
benefitting their neighbors, so 
thank you for all of the hard 
work you do,” said Selectmen 
Chair Michael Champoux. 

“Every time you guys do 
something it’s nothing but 
first class, so I’m very 
pleased and proud to support 
this once again this year. I 
was pleased to participate 
last year and look forward to 
it just as long as it doesn’t 
rain cats and dogs like this 
past year, but it didn’t stop 
you guys,” said Selectman 
Gregory Bendel. “Every year 
you seem to outdo yourselves 
with something new, so I 
appreciate what you guys are 
doing, how creative you get, 
and all of the things you do to 
give back to the community, 
so I look forward to both of 
these events and wish you 
well.” 
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Substance Abuse 
Coordinator position filled

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington has officially 
hired someone for the new, 
full-time Substance Abuse 
Program Coordinator posi- 
tion, and the start date is 
just around the corner on 
Monday, Aug. 21. 

“Just a quick update for 
the town on the substance 
abuse position, it has been 
filled. The start date is 
Monday, Aug. 21, so that has 
been a long time coming 
and a lot of work by a lot of 
folks, so we’re looking for- 
ward to that,” said Select- 
man Gregory Bendel under 


the New Business portion of 
this Monday’s Board of 
Selectmen agenda. 

The main responsibilities 
of this position are interact- 
ing with individuals 
engaged in substance abuse 
and interacting with their 
family members: to make 
initial assessments as to 
the conditions contributing 
to the substance abuse; 
working one-on-one with 
the individual and family 
members to coordinate 
access to resources which 
may include education, 
counseling, clinical treat- 
ment and inpatient medical 
care; not establishing med- 
ical provider/patient rela- 
tionships but following-up 


with individuals and family 
members after the refer- 
rals have been made to 
medical providers; develop- , 
ing strong partnerships 
with area organizations 
that address addiction, 
treatment and rehabilita- 
tion; and working in coordi- 
nation with town depart- 
ments to develop programs 
and forums to educate 
Wilmington residents about 
steps to prevent addiction 
and substance abuse and to 
provide resources to access 
when individuals are strug- 
gling with substance abuse 
and the financial, social 
and emotional impacts. 
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Outbreak educates students 
about public health

TEWKSBURY — Each 
summer, Tewksbury’s Pub- 
lic Health Museum hosts a 
new group of high school 
juniors and seniors from 
the New England area at 
Outbreak, a weeklong camp 
dedicated to educating stu- 
dents about public health. 

Alexa Bezjian, 17, of 
Tewksbury and Maria Es- 
trada, 17, of Wilmington 
were among the campers at 
this year’s session. 

Both Estrada and Bez- 
jian said the camp gave 


them a better understand- 
ing of public health work 
and where they see them- 
selves starting a career. 
“When we went to the 
state lab yesterday, the 
commissioner was saying 
how the medical field, it’s 
to treat people with prob- 
lems and sicknesses, but 
public health is preventing 
them from happening,” 
Estrada said. “Since I want 
to be a nurse, I got the idea 
of how it’s different and if 
you want to be a nurse or a 
public health nurse, it’s not 
really the same thing.” 
Bezjian, who is consider- 


ing studying psychology in 
college, said the camp 
helped her identify where 
her interests lie. 

“I definitely have a better 
understanding about what 
public health is, but I think 
that after this, it kind of 
solidified for me that I don’t 
want to go into public 
health. I kind of want to do 
more of psychology or be- 
ing a clinical nurse,” Bez- 
jian said. “I think that’s 
more something I’m inter- 
ested in and public health 
has helped me realize what

Mainer, despite his having 
been born in Boston. His par- 
ents moved to Maine when 
he was three months old. 

He said that his Navy ca- 
reer began in 1939. He was 
engaged to be married and 
couldn’t think how to get out 
of it. So he joined the Navy, 
and later transferred to the 
Coast Guard. 

He told of bringing the 
Argo — the 165-foot cutter, 
not the excursion boat — 
into Love’s Cove in South- 
port. It was a tight fit. The 
crew was surprised to find 
spruce boughs poking in 
their portholes. 

“Most of these things I’m 
telling you, got me into trou- 
ble,” he said. 

One of his stories was set in 
the early 1930s, when he 
rowed out to Boston Island in 
the Sheepscot River, to take a 
young lady dancing at the 
Southport casino. He bor- 
rowed a dory for the mile- 
and-a-half trip. They left the 
casino at midnight, rowing 
her back to the island. That’s 
six miles, he said, all for a 
peck on the cheek. 

“Oh, you laugh!” he said. 
“Once in a while I have a 
lucky night and get a peck 
on both cheeks.” 

“T had her all to myself, but 
along comes a rich family, 


the Jeffcotts,” he said, “and 
they had a big two-masted 
schooner yacht and several 
speedboats. Of course, they 
had a son, and he had a 
Chris Craft that did about 25 
knots. And he found out 
about Elsie Stirling over on 
Boston Island, and poof! It 
turned out, she preferred a 
Chris Craft to a dory. 

The Stirlings lived on Wild- 
wood Street in Wilmington, 
in the Carr/Cushing house, 
where the carnival business 
is now located. When Elsie 
married David Jeffcott in 
1932 in the Wilmington Con- 
gregational Church, my mo- 
ther, then Elizabeth Norton, 
was in the wedding. 

Elsie’s mother, Elida Stir- 
ling, was a close friend of my 
grandmother, Winifred Nor- 
ton. A letter dated Aug. 12, 
1941 invited Mrs. Norton to 
visit her on Boston Island. 
“The termites, leaks, cracks 
and general breakdown had 
almost moved the outdoors 
in,” Mrs. Stirling wrote. 
“Here on the island, help can- 
not be had for love nor 
money.” 

Mrs. Stirling wrote that 
Capt. Farnham’s boat sailed 
from Boothbay Harbor twice 
daily. Or “We have a man, 
Leon Swett, who brings our 
mail, milk and groceries 
once a day from McKown’s 
landing, Southport to Boston 
Island. He is 65, has no 
teeth, hardly ever a shave or 
haircut, is the father of 12, 
all living, the baby three 
years old, looks wild and 
wooly but is perfectly harm- 
less, a good boatman and 
sometimes really interest- 
ing.

Social-emotional learn- 
ing is already part of the 
teaching and learning fab- 
ric in many school dis- 
tricts, as community and 
school leaders have been 
focusing on this issue for 
at least half a decade real- 
izing that this was becom- 
ing an essential must with 
considerable in-service 
training of staff and the 
development of education- 
al components being built 
into the curriculum that 
are essential understand- 
ing full well the essential 
need to work with parents 
and community resources, 
if we were going to see pos- 
itive results. School dis- 
tricts, either alone or in 
combination with other 
districts, are evaluating 
the best practices in this 
area as they assist to move 
in this vital area. 

Recent discussions have

Apria inappropriately billed 
more than 1,000 members 
for hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of services already 
covered by MassHealth, in 
violation of MassHealth reg- 
ulations and state consumer 
protection laws. The AG’s 
Office estimates that more 
than 500 of those patients 
paid those bills and will 
receive restitution from this 
settlement. 

The AG’s settlement with 
Apria requires that the com- 
pany cooperate with the AG’s 
Office to repair the credit of 
any consumers whose claims 
were sent to third-party col- 
lection agencies and whose 
credit scores may have been 
negatively impacted. It also 
requires the company to 
institute a compliance moni- 
toring program. 

This matter was handled by 
Assistant Attorney General 
Nita Klunder and Investi- 
gator Robert Ames, both of 
AG Healey’s Medicaid Fraud 
Division. MassHealth assist- 
ed in this investigation. 


This does seem to raise 
some “red flags” to me ina 
world where confidentiali- 
ty is at a premium. My 
sense is that some solid 
and productive programs 
have been developed al- 
ready in many districts, 
which pass all of these 
tests and could be replicat- 
ed with parental and com- 
munity support.

ockport, Massachu- 

setts is a quaint 

and popular tourist 

destination situat- 

ed on Cape Ann

“The Lowell Opioid Task 
Force was created in 2012

nizing secondary victims, 
such as children and sen- 
iors,” said District Attorney 
Ryan. “While there is still 
more work to be done, we 
are optimistic in that the 
City of Lowell has had a 21.5 
percent decline in unattend- 
ed fatal overdoses when 
compared to this time last 
year. Senator Markey has

The position is based out of 
the Public Safety Building 
and will work closely with 
the Police Department to get 
substance abuse victims and 
their families the resources 
that they need. 

“If somebody is in need 
they can contact the Police 
Department. starting Mon- 
day to get a hold of that per- 
son,” said Bendel. 

It was stated in earlier dis- 
cussion of the position, at an 
April Board of Selectmen 
meeting, that Wilmington is 
the first community to go in 
this full-time direction with 
such a position while other 
communities have a regional 
approach. 

“When we looked at that 
regional approach, we saw 
that other communities had 
a regional approach and it 
was kind of a cursory top 
layer style where they would 
come in, they would set up a 
shingle one day a week and 
have individuals come to 
them. This is a whole differ- 
ent model: we’re looking to

be proactive, we’re looking 
to be grass roots, looking to 
hit the streets when we get 
information that there’s a 
family that has an individual 
struggling, to reach out to 
them,” said Police Chief 
Michael Begonis during the 
discussion in April. 

“There’s a lot of mystery 
about the whole process, and 
part of this plan would be to 
educate the people better, the 
families better, so they have 
more information, that they 
can be there at that tipping 
point, at the time that’s criti- 
cal, to get the assistance for 
their individual needs.” 

Also explained in earlier 
discussion for the position is 
that the average person in 
recovery is in recovery for 
about 10 years and goes to 
three major rehabs, which is 
a difficult time not only for 
them but for their family, so 
the coordinator will be work- 
ing with families, not just the 
individual. 

“It’s really going to be a 
huge help for the town and 
those who: are struggling,” 
said Bendel.

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Woburn to address land 
near Wilmington line

WOBURN — The military 
have terms like “strategic” 
and “tactical” describing 
operations involving large 
overall areas as opposed to 
smaller, individualized areas. 

Such talk could also be ap- 
plied these days within the 
City of Woburn as the city 
moves to address in an or- 
derly fashion the wide ex- 
panse of land in the north- 
east corner of the city from 
the area of the Woburn Mall 
to the nearby Wilmington 
and Reading lines, as well as 
individual parcels of land. 

Mayor Scott Galvin asked 
the nine-member City Coun- 
cil to pause for a moment on 
Tuesday night to take a deep 
breath and review the large 
scope of 21st century devel- 
opment, including the Wo- 
burn Mall and all the area to 
the north to the end of the 
city’s border. 

Over the weekend, Galvin 
provided correspondence to 
the City Council informing 
them of “two planning efforts 
we are embarking on relative 
to the area near the Ander- 
son Woburn Regional Transit 
Center (Anderson RTC).” 

Galvin pointed out everyone 
knows the area in and around 
Commerce Way which holds 
great promise for future eco- 
nomic development. 

Galvin remarked the lots 
east of the rail line and north 
of Mishawum Road are zoned 
for a mix of office, retail and 
industrial uses and the provi- 
sions of the Commerce Way 
Corridor Overlay District 
(CWCOD) inject the possibil- 
ity of residential dwellings, 
as well. 

He noted, this area has re- 
cently proven attractive for 
residential development. The 
prospective owners of 120 
Commerce Way were the first 
to exercise the overlay dis- 
trict’s residential component, 
he reflected, and their special 
permit will add 293 rental 
apartments. A recent compre- 
hensive permit decision on a 
so-called 40B application will 
add another 200 residential 
units at 200 Presidential Way. 

In turn, Galvin raised the 
question to the council: “Is 
this “enough” housing devel- 
opment in this mixed-use dis-

trict, or is there capacity 
and/or desire for more? If 
there is capacity, should new 
residential projects be pro- 
posed and permitted under 
the state’s Smart Growth leg- 
islation (M.G.L. Chapter 40R) 
or by using the CWCOD Over- 
lay? 

Has enough thought been 
given as to how to facilitate 
use of public transit by the 
residents of the two new devel- 
opments mentioned above — 
and any future residential 
projects — for their commut- 
ing needs? 

The future of the Woburn 
Mall is far from certain, he 
ascertained and _ asked: 
“What types of other uses, if 
any, might be appropriate? 
Could this site be redeveloped 
in a significant way without 
negatively affecting traffic 
on local roads? Would a 
mixed-use, residential/retail/ 
office project on the Woburn 
Mall site re-energize use of 
Mishawum Station?” 

During the public meetings 
associated with the master 
planning process, a number 
of shortcomings relative to 
the infrastructure of Com- 
merce Way were mentioned, 
Galvin continued. 

“How important are those 
shortcomings to the future of 
the district? To what extent 
will they negatively affect or 
perhaps impede future devel- 
opment? What are the solu- 
tions to the problems and 
how can they be implement- 
ed at the lowest cost to the 
Woburn taxpayer?” 


Role of MAPC? 

To answer these questions, 
the city has embarked on an 
effort with the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council 
(MAPC) to conduct a com- 
prehensive study of this area 
and of the Woburn Mall site 
in particular over the next 
six months or so. A natural 
outgrowth of the earlier mas- 
ter plan study and the afore- 
mentioned recent private 
sector interest, the study will 
analyze and evaluate exist- 
ing land uses and various 
data, gather input from the 
public and city policy leaders 
via meetings and a survey, 
and will assess various mar- 
ket demands. 

MAPC will then develop

By MIKE IPPOLITO 
Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
Senior year of high school 
can be a very stressful time 
for*many students as they 
try to navigate through their 
final year of high school 
while at the same time ap- 
plying to and planning for 
college.
